President Says He Believes in 
Unions, but Also in Right 
to Stay Out of Them. 


ViSITS BOYHOOD HAUNTS 





Half Town of Millbury Visits His Car 
While He Dines with Aunt—Leaves 
Worcester for Washington. 





WORCESTER. Mass., April 3.—Presi- 
dent Taft put in a busy Sunday to-day 
with a visit to ‘‘ Aunt Delia’ Torrey and 
the scenes of many boyhood rerhiniscences 
at Millbury and an address here this aft- 
ernoon before the joint meeting of the 
brotherhoods in train service—a mass 
meeting of nearly 2,000 railway employes— 
at Mechanics’ Hall. 

The President declared that he believed 
in labor organizations. But as Chief 
Magistrate of the Nation, he added, he 
believed also in the right of every man 
to labor as he would, to earn the wages 
that he would, and, if he so chose, to stay 
‘out of labor organizations. The Presi- 
dent's first assertion was greeted with a 
wild outburst of applause. His second 
statement received only a scattering 1e- 
sponse. 

Later, however, the President again 
aroused the railroad men to enthusiasm 

> by saying he believed their organigations 
were necessary to deal with organizations 
of capital and by dwelling upon his deep 
‘interest in legislation looking to further 
requirements as to safety appliances and 
the liability of the employer. 

The President motored the six miles 
‘from Millbury to Worcester this after- 
noon, and it seemed that the entire city 
had turned out to bid him welcome. He 
‘rode at the head of a procession of soms 
fifty or more automobiles which had 
fone to Millbury to greet him. The route 
through the city was lined with many 
thousands, and the quiet of the Sabbath 
afternoon was broken with applause as 
the President's car approached and passed. 
Following his address before the train- 
men, the President returned to Milibury 
for supper with ‘‘ Aunt Delia,” and left 
to-night for Washington, where he is due 
to-morrow forenoon. 

Seenes of His Boyhood, 

The President's visit to Millbury threw 
that quiet little community into an up- 
roar of excitement. The lavish dtcora- 
tions here in Worcester were scarcely 
more imposing than those with which 
Millbury bedecked itself to-day. As a 
boy the President used to spend his vaca- 
tions at Millbury. His maternal grand- 
mother, &38 well as “Aunt Delia,” now 
§4 years of age, and other relatives have 
long lived there.. 

He used to swim in the Blackstone 
River, that slowly winds its way through 
the town; he used to play baseball] on the 
fields and trudge around barefooted in 
search of boyish adventure. All these 
memories were revived to-day. 
Delia ’’ herself, it is said, cooked some of 
the dainties that were spread before her 
nephew-President at midday dinner and 
at supper to-night. Horace D. Taft, the 
President's brother, also was on hand at 
the little family reunion. 

The President attended services 
Second Congregational Church at 
bury, and listened to sermon by 
Rev. Robert Dunbar. 
Millbury welcomed the President as 
stepped from his private car. Then near-

But in spite of that. and in spite of my 
sympathy with organized labor, I put 
above them, above everything, the right 
of every man to lJabor as he will, to 
earn the wages that he will, and if he 
choose, to stay out of labor organizations. 
That ts the standpoint that the Presi- 
dent of the United States must occupy 


in dealing equality to every citizen of the 
United States. 

‘ Now, the reason why I am in favor of 
orgunized labor is that labor must organ- 
ize to be on an equality with its employers 
and the capital that its employers have. 
It has shown in the past that by such 
organization and by proper methods it 
can secure the wagos to which it is en- 
titled: It can secure an increase when the 
market is going up and earnings are in- 
creasing, and it can prevent the too hasty 
reduction when earnings are falling off 
end business is becoming Mgnt.

TRAINMEN. DEMAND MORE. 


Not Satisfied with Pennsylvania’s Vol- 
untary Increase of Six Per Cent, 


The voluntary increase of 6 per cent. 
in the wages of all its employes who were 
receiving less than $300 a month, an- 
nounced by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
last week, will not alter the plans of the 
trainmen and conductors, who had made 
demands for a larger increase, according 
to Grand Masters Lee and Garretson of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen 
and the Order of Railroad Conductors, 
respectively, who were in this city again 
yesterday. Mr. Lee, when interviewed on 
the matter last evening, said: 

“As far as the trainmen and conduc- 
tors are concerned the increase volun- 
teered by tne company will not alter our 
original programme. We will finish with 
the New York Centrai, and the same 
course will be pursued with the Pennsyl- 
vania as with the other roads. The men 
will for the present take the 6 per cent. 
as part of the advance asked for, and 
when we are through with some of the 
other roads we will ask for conferences 
with the Pennsyivania people over the rest 
of the advance demanded, The trainmen 
and coeriductors will not be bought off 
by this voluntary advance, which they 
accept rimply as part of the demand.”

ADEN, Arabia, April 3.—The ferocious 
campaign of Mohammed Abdullah of 
Somaliland, ‘‘the Mad Mullah,” against 
the Sultanates under British protection, 
continues unchecked. Eight hundred of 
the tribesmen friendly to the Sultanates 
slaughtered, vast areas lald 
waste, and towns razed. Natives in great 
numbers are fleeing to the coast.

Government great anxiety for many 
years.

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SALOON MEN OPEN 
ON FALSE SECURITY 


Seeming Apathy of the Police 
Leads Them to Show Little 
Regard for the Law. 








MANY WARRANTS EXPECTED 





Policemen in Plain Clothes Sent Broad- 
cast to Report Excise Violations 
Under the Terms of Gaynor’s Letter. 





Mayor Gaynor’s plan to enforce the 
excise law, and at the same time to pre- 
vent the police from extorting money 
from saloon keepers, by submitting any 
evidence obtained to the District Attorney 
tor action, went into effect yesterday, and 
to-day and. to-morrow are expected to 
show how it worked. In every borough it 
is known that the police, acting under or- 
ders from Police Commissioner Baker, 
were active in following out the Mayor's 
instructions as to getting evidence against 
the saloon men who violated the liquor 
law by keeping their backrooms open, 

Late last night it was said unofficially 
that eighteen affidavits for violations of 
the excise law had been submitted to 
Borough Inspector Dillon of Brooklyn. 
None, it was said, had up to that time 
been received from Queens by Inspector 
Dillon. The number of affidavits sub- 
mitted by policemen who did duty in Man- 
hattan and the Bronx was not obtainable, 
but it is believed that the number will 
be large. 

The Mayor in his letter to Commission- 
er Baker said that the hotel and saloon 
men have been paying graft to the police 
both in weekly and monthly installments. 
The policemen who were sent out in plain 
clothes to find liquor violations yesterday 
are said to have been unusually alert, 
and the expectation is that District At- 
torney Whitman will receive many affi- 
davits to-day or to-morrow on the infor- 
mation contained in which he will issue 
warrants for those accused of violations. 

In spite of the official announcement 
made by Police Commissioner Baker at 
headquarters, following the receipt of 
Mayor Gaynor’s letter last Tuesday, that 
the police would live up to the Mayor's 
instructions, it was easy to get a drink 
most anywhere yesterday. In Manhat- 
tan there were perhaps more places not 
operating under Raines law hotel licenses 
closed than any other part of the city, 
but this was due to the fact that fn other 
boroughs the reports indicated that prac- 
tically all the places that have been run- 
ning Sundays fn the past were again open 
yesterday, the proprietors gambling on 
the chance that the secret investigators 
of the Police Department would overlook 
them in the general round-up. a 

he Raines law hotels in wianhattan 
were all running yesterday, but for once 
it was noted that nearly every one of 
them served real sandwiches with the 
drinks. In the places without a Raines 
law license, where to sell a drink with or 
without a sandwich on Sunday is illegal, 
a distinctly uneasy atmosphere was evi- 
dent. 

In those places the lookouts were alert 
at all times, and any person unknown to 
them was refused admittance. 

It was also noted that no plain clothes 
policemen who were personally known in 
any particular section were assigned to 
duty in that territory. The men who had 
the carrying of the Mayor’s orders into 
effect were all strangers to the localities 
to which they were sent, and it was this 
turn in affairs that caused the men not 
within the Raines law provisions to feel 
apprehensive of what to-day or to-mor- 
row would bring forth. That a big crop 
of warrants will be issued within the 
next few days was the gefferal opinion 
among saloon men, 

The police admitted that there were a 
lot of places open in the city that had no 
right to be doing business, and they let 
it be known that the proprietors of a lot 
of these places will be sorry within a few 
days that they did business. In the Ten- 
derloin, which is commanded by Inspector 
George McClusky, it was said that a small 
army of strange plain clothes men was 
at work under the personal direction of 
McClusky, and the same was true of the 
adjoining inspection district to the north, 
where Inspector Walsh is in command. 

Up in the Bronx, where Inspector Flood 
commands and where Keenan and Cun- 
ningham, the excise raiders, operated 
with such vigilance that they finally 


_went up on charges and were dismissed 


from the force, nearly every saloon was 
doing business. Some were more cautious 
than others, this being particularly no- 
ticeable in Third Avenue between 149th 
ami 165th Streets, which fs included within 
the Morrisania precinct. In this part of 
Third Avenue most of the places. were 
doing business under cover. In nine out 
of ten cases the back room doors were 
fastened by chains and only those per- 
sons who were personally known to the 
lookout were admitted. In this precinct a 
rumor went around that Cunningham and 
Keenan, the dismissed raiders, were on 
tour getting evidence that the plain 
clothes men who were following out 
Mayor Gaynor’s instructions were not 
all doing their duty. This could not be 
confirmed. 

In the Alexander Avenue territory the 
conditions were as wide open as on any 
Sunday in months. A Timms reporter 
went to that station and said to the Lieu- 
tenant who was on duty there: 

“Do you realize that practically all the 
saloons in your precinct are open? ”’ 

“IT certainty do realize it,’’ the Lieu- 
tenant replied, *‘and our men are getting 
evidence and will present it In proper. form 
to the District Attorney as instructed." 

One of the Bronx saloon men who is 
prominent in the Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion of that borough said that the saloon 
men were a great deal more afraid of 
the State agents than the plain-clothes 
men of the Police Department.’ He cited 
the case of Henry Meyer, a Bronx liquor 
dealer, who was arrested last week as a 
result of evidence grathered by State 
agents last November, as illustrating why 
the up-State excise agent was more to be 
feared than the local pollceman. 

In Brooklyn it was perhaps easier than 
in any other part of the city to get a 
drink. All that was needed over there 
was a thirst. In Red Hook, where the 
saloons are sometimes referred to/as 
‘*chemical laboratories,’’ a drink was to 
be hed for the asking, provided the money 
went with it, and the same was true in all 
other parts of the borough, ; 

At midnight Saturday most of the sa- 
loon keepers, amen uncertain as to just 
how the police would act, closed up their 
places. ut the scare was short-lived. 
All that happened was the appearance 
of a policeman on post who, in the most

THREE MEN KILLED 
IN BALLOON WRECK 


Four Aeronauts Had All 
Badly Maimed in Ascension of 
the Pommern at Stettin.

UNABLE TO CONTROL IT 


Airship, Disabled by Collision with 
Factory, Sweeps Off to Sea—Two 
Drowned as It Drops. 





STETTIN, Germany, April 3.—The Ger- 
man balloon Pommern, which made an 
ascension here this afternoon, met with 
a series of accidents which ended in a 
disaster in the Baltic Sea, in which three 
men lost their lives, including the Radical 
member of the Reichstag, Werner Hugo 
Delbriick. Herr Delbriick and another 
member of the party were drowned, 4 
third occupant of the car was picked up 
unconscious and died from his injuries, 
and the fourth was rescued in a serious 
condition. 

The Pommern, carrying Delbriick, who 
was acting as pilot; a banker, Herr Sem- 
melhardt; an architect, Herr Benduhn, 
and a man named Hein, ascended early 
in the afternoon at the gas works. The 
wind was blowing a hurricane, and the 
Pommern broke away before she had 
been completely ballasted 

The chapter of accidents began imme- 
diately. The balloon collided with tele- 
graph wires, which broke, almost oOver- 
turning the basket. Jt then dashed into 
the roof of a neighboring factory, de- 
stroying the smokestack. With the basket 
swaying wildly and half of its ropes cut, 
the balloon soared to a great altitude and 
disappeared in the clouds at a terrific 
speed. 

Thousands of onlookers, including a de- 
tachment of military, which had assisted 
in the ascent, ran along the roads, ex- 
pecting the basket to break away. The 
balloon, however, was not seen again un- 
til it reached Swinemtinde, thirty-six 
miles northwest of Stettin, over which 
it passed at a height of 6,000 feet in the 
direction of the sea. 

Tugs followed in its track, and one of 
them, which had outdistanced the others, 
was almost directly under it when gsud- 
dently the balloon fell into the sea... The 
tug steamed to the spot quick'y, but tho 
work of rescue was difficult. Already 
Delbriick and Benduhn had disappeared, 
but Semmelhardt and Hein were clinging 
to the ropes, and they were dragged 
aboard the vessel. 

Describing their terrible experiences, 
Herr Semmelhardt, when he had been 
somewhat revived, said: 

‘Our collision with the telegraph lines 
and the factory roof had the most horri- 
ble consequences. Delbriick’s leg was 
broken and his head was severely injured. 
Benduhn had an arm and leg fractured. 
Hein received bad contusions of the head. 
I was knocked senseless, but recovered 
in a moment to find that I had a crushed 
knee and chest. 

‘‘The network around the envelope was 
torn in such a manner that we feared 


every second the gas bag would slip out 
and we would crash down to the earth 
from a height of 6,000 feet, to which we 
had ascended like a flash. 

‘* Delbriick, in spite of his awful condi- 
tion, vainly endeavored to open the valve, 
which had become entangled. We knew 
not what to do, but merely awaited our 
fate. 

‘‘In the meantime we passed over 
Swinemiinde at a great altitude, and soon 
found ourselves above the _ sea. We 
thought possibly that we might land in 
Sweden, but the balloon was caught in 
a rain clgud, which drove us down until 
we were within 150 feet of the water. 
Delbriick was suffering agony, but he 
succeeded in pulling the ripping cord, 
and we fell into _the water like a log. 
All managed to gtt clear of the basket. 
Hein and I swam and caught hold of the 
network, but Delbriick and Benduhn 
sank. I remembered no more until I 
found myself in the boat which rescued 
Na 
Hein died soon after being taken on the 
tug. Delbriick’s body was washed ashore 
this evening. 

The Pommern, with the aeronaut Oscar 
Erbsloeh in command, won the interna- 
tional balloon race from St. Louis in 1907.

Immediately after landing at Natrobi 
he called at the French Catholic mis- 
sion apJj visited and lunched at the 
Catholic mission at Kampall. He took 
tea also with the French white fathers 
at the same place and dined with the 
Catholic Bishop of Khartoum. He re- 
ceived many Catholics—priests and lay=- 
men—while in Egypt. 

I recite these facts in order to show 
Col. Roosevelt’s attitude—an attitudes 
wherein justice and equal consideration 
for all faiths appear as the guiding 
principle. It was entirely natural that 
Col. Roosevelt, because of his own in- 
dependence in religious views, because 
of his cordial relations with so many 
Catholics, and because of the respect he 
entertains for the Pontiff who presides 
over the Catholic Church, should seek 
an opportunity to meet him.

RECALLS STORER INCIDENT. 








Roosevelt and Ambassador Fell Out 
Over Vatican Politics. 


The last time that Col. Roosevelt was 
involved in a controversy in which the 
Vatican was also concerned was in the 
historic Bellamy Storer episode of four 
years ago. An ardent Catholic, Bellamy 
Storer became Ambassador to Austria. 
His wife, Maria, also a Catholic, was a 
woman of finesse and ambition. Both Mr. 
Storer and his wife interested themselves 
in Catholic politics. They had, for many 
years, been Mr. Roosevelt’s personal 
friends. ; 

Mr. Storer was appointed to the Austrian 
Embassy in October, 1902. The following 
Summer he visited the Roosevelts. at 
Oyster” Bay. Both Mr. Storer and Mr. 
Recosevelt were friends of Archbishop Ire- 


iand. Ambassador Storer said afterward 
that ir. Roosevelt had suggested that 
Mr. Storer visit Pope Pius X. at tine 
Vatican and urge that Archbishop Ire- 
land be made a Cardinal. At any rate, Mr. 
Storer did visit the Pope and told him 
that Mr. Roosevelt desired that Arch- 
bishop Ireland be made a Cardinal. 

The fact that Ambassador Storer, rep- 
resenting President Roosevelt, had called 
on the Pope and urged the appointment, 
became public. Then President Roose- 
velt wrote to Mr. Storer saying that he 
had not authorized him to call on the 
Pope on any such errand.

LHe will plead 
that they were never in the District of 
Columbia, and therefore could not have 
conspired to commit an offense against 
the Uvcvernment there. He denied that 
oges & Co. nad a branch office there, 
asserting that Taylor, who is alleged to 
have been tne firm agent, was in business 
cn his own account and distributed his 
business to the large financial centres. 

“Mr. Preusser and, Mr. Mayer are 
stockbrokers,’ said Mr. Gruber. ‘* Well, 
any one may be a stockbroker. If this 
inan Taylor chose to send them any of his 
business, why should they not take it as 
long as they executed his orders? I fail 
. nt can found on 
ihis any charge ot couspiracy.”’ 

Mr. Gruber was asked whether the Su- 
preme Court decision in the Chicago cot- 
ton leak cases would not apply to his 
clients and compel {their removal to Wash- 
ington.

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CITY COURT REFORMS 
ARE RECOMMENDED 


Commission's Report Favors Spe- 
cial Sessions of 15 Members 
and 2 Boardsof Magistrates. 








AGAINST ELECTING LATTER 





Chief Justice for Special Sessions to As- 
sign Justices; and Children’s Courts 
Added in Queens and Brooklyn. 





ALBANY, April 3.—Recommendations 
looking to the betterment of procedure 
governing the administration of the 
Courts of Special Sessions and of the 
Magistrates’ Courts in Greater New York 
are made in the final report of the com- 
mission appointed to inquire into the 
courts of inferior criminal jurisdiction in 
cities of the first class, just transmitted 
to Gov. Hughes. Bills embodying these 
recommendations will be promptly sub- 
mitted to the Legislature. 

Although the commission had been 

urged to favor the election of Magis- 
trates, it says that “irrespective of any 
arcuments which may be advanced in fa- 
vor of the election or appointment of 
these judicial officers, the commission 
recommends the appointment of these of- 
ficers as a necessary part of the general 
plan herein outlined.” It is also recom- 
mended that no Justice or Magistrate 
shall be an executive member of any po- 
litical organization. 
The commission reports that many of 
the defects of the present system have 
**not been due to lack of statutory pro- 
visions, but failure to observe them. Over 
and above all itn importance is the Judge 
himself. It is not enough to discharge 
mechanically, though conscientiously, the 
daily duty, but the Judge should contrib- 
ute his share to the study and the solu- 
tion of the many complexities of city life 
in regard to which he has, perhaps, great- 
e; opportunities of observation than any 
other public officer.” 

The commission was authorized by an 
act of 1908. Supreme Court Justice Alfred 
R. Page of New York is Chairman. The 
other members are Senator Thomas F. 
Grady, Assemblyman Alfred E. Smith, 


and Charles F. Murphy, and _ Bronson | 
Winthrop and John Alan Hamilton. 

The principal recommendations of the 
commission are: 


COURT OF SPECIAL 
Court of Special Sessions for the City of 
New York, having in the first instance ex- 
clusive jurisdiction in all cases of misde- 
meanor except (a) charges of libel, (b) 
pleas of guilty for violation of motor ve- 
hicle law, first offense. and (c) pleas of 
guilty for violation of the laws relating to 
the prevention of cruelty to animals. 

The court to consist of a Chief Justice, 
designated bv the Mayor, and fourteen As- 
sociate Justices, seven of whom shall be 
residents of the territory composed within 
the Boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx, 
and seven of the territory comprised within 
the Boroughs, of Manhattan and the Bronx, 
and seven of the territory comprised within 
the Boroughs of Broklyn, Queens, and 
Richmond, 

The present Justices to be continued In of- 
fice and the additional Justices to be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor within ninety days 
of the taking effect of the act. 

The Chief Justice to have full power fo 
assign the Justices, and in the assignment 
to the Children’s Court, the controlling 
features to be permanency of, assignment 
and fitness for this particular work. 

The appointment of civilian probation of- 
ficers and civilian attendants and the elim- 
ination of police probation officers and po- 
lice attendants; the Chief Justice to appoint 
the chief probation officer. 

Children’s Courts to be extended so as to 
comprehend Children’s Courts in the 
Boroughs of Queens and Richmond, trans- 
ferring that jurisdiction from the Magis- 
trates to the Court of Special Sessions. 

Power in the Children’s Court to suspend 
a trial at any time and adjudge the child 
in need of the care and protection of the 
State, and, In any event, not to permit the 
conviction of a child for an act which, If 
committed by an adult would be felony, 
but to require that the conviction in such 
case shall be of juvenile delinquency. 

The mandatory appointment by the Jus- 
tices of probation officers for the Children's 
Courts. so that, so far as practicable, chil- 
dren shall be placed on probation with per- 
sons of like religious faith 

Extension of the period of «probation (a) 
for children to three years, and within that 
limit to apply to children after they have 
reached the age of sixteen; and (b) for 

adults to two years. 

MAGISTRATES’ COURTS.—The Magtis- 
trates to have, in addition to their present 
jurisdiction, authority to tmpose sentence 
in cases where defendants plead gulity to 
violations of the motor vehicle law, first 
offense, and to violations of statutes for the 
prevention of cruelty to animals, 

A Board of Magistrates for the First and 
Second Divisions, the former comprising 
the Boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx, 
and the latter the Boroughs of Brooklyn, 
Queens, and Richmond. 

In tie First Division, a Chief City Mag- 
trate and sixteen City Magistrates, all sev- 
enteen residents of the Boroughs of Man- 
hattan or the Bronx. 

In the Second Division a Chief City Mag- 
istrate, selected from any part in said 
division, and ten Magistrates resident of the 
Borough of Brooklyn; four of the Borough 
of Queens, and two of the Borough of 
Richmond. 

The redistricting of the various Magis- 
trate Court districts In the two divisions on 
or before Sept. 1, 1910, by the Mayor (or 
the President of the Board of Aldermen 
upon the designation of the Mayor.) the 
Chief City Magistrate of the division, and 
the Police Commissioner. 

Each Chief City Magistrate to have au- 
thority In his division to assign the Mag- 
istrates to the courts for domestic relations 
and to the Night Courts, but otherwise the 
Boards of Magistrates to make assignments 
on the principle of rotation. 

The establishment in the First Division 
of a Night Court for men and a Night 
Court for women, each of which shall open 
at 7 o’clock in the evening and remain open 
until 3 o'clock in the morning. The estab- 
lishment of a detention place convenient 
to the Night Court for women, where per- 
sons may be detained both before and after 
being heard. and where the young and less 
hardened shall be segregated as far as 
practicable from the older and more hard- 
ened offenders. 

The establishment in the First Division 
and in the Borough of Brooklyn of a central 
court of domestic relations. 

The appointment by each Chief City Mag- 
istrate of a chief clerk and a chief pro- 
bation officer. 

The appointment of civilian probation of- 

ficers and civilian attendants, instead of 
police probation officers and police attend- 
ants, 
The abolition of the cumulative sentence 
in cases where disorderly women are con- 
victed, and the compulsory installation of 
the finger-print system of identification in 
connection with the Night Court and other 
courts at which women charged with these 
offenses are arraigned. 

Probation in cases where the Magistrate 
has summary jurisdiction to be for a pe- 
riod of not to exceed one vear. 

In leu of arrest for violation of the mo- 
tor vehicle law or for breach of ordinances, 
except in cases where persons are unable to 
take care of themselves, or are charged 
with conduct tending to a breach of the 
peace, the “ervice of a summons, if the per- 
son has @ card or other token of identifi-

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cation. The Police Commissioner to pre- 
scribe a cerd or token of Identification for 
such.purpose and to make rules and regula- 
tions from time to time for the service, by 
police officers, of the summonses above re- 
ferred to, 

Provision for the complaint clerks in a 
room separate from the courtroom and, 
reference to the local authorities of thea 
conditions of the Court Houses, detention 
pens, and arrangements of the ‘courtrooms 
5O aa to abolish ‘‘ the bridge ’’ and to enable 
the defendant in all cases to havo the sameé 
opportunity to be heard as the camplainant. 

Provision whereby persons detained in 
police stations or district prisons may 
promptly noilfy relatives or friends by lotter 
or telephone, . 

GENERAL PROVISIONS.--Salary and 
compensation of all officers and employes 
except Justices and Magistrates to be fixed 
by the local authorities, 

Power to be conferred upon the local au- 
thorities to provide for additional Justices 
and Magistrates from time to time as ne- 
cessity may regqulre. 

No Justice or Magistrate to be the execu- 
tive member of any political organization. 

All Justices and Magistrates to visit in- 
stitutions to which they have power to com- 
mit persons, (a) once in each year if situ- 
ated in the City of New York; (b) other 
institutions whenever required by the Chief 
City Magistrate or the Chief Justice as the 
case may be, 

All fines now payable in whole or ifn part 
to private societies to be paid to the city.

THE IRISH CRISIS. 


Affairs in England have taken de- a 


cidedly, if not decisively, a new turn 
within the past week, and the most re- 
markable feature of the actual situa- 
tion is the change in the relation of 
Irish influence to the final outcome. 
We ventured to point out at the close 
of the late election that practically an 
Irish Government had been established, 
since the seventy votes of the Irish 
Nationalists could determine the fate 
of the Ministry at any moment. The 
question of the utmost importance was, 
therefore, what terms Mr. ASQUITH’S 
Government could and would make 
with the Irish leaders. 

The terms demanded soon took shape. 
Mr. REDMOND asked that the question 
of crippling the House of Lords take 
precedence of the budget, and when the 
Lords rejected the resolution of the 
Commons, as they were sure to do, 
that the Government ask of the King 
“ puarantees ”’ that this rejection could 
be overcome, which meant that enough 
new Peers should be created to carry 
the resolution. Without fully accepting 
this radical solution, Mr. ASQUITH con- 
sented to put the veto question first. 
The intention was, then, 
action by the Lords, elther to dissolve, 
or to resign and force the Unionists to 
dissolve.

The point of especial interest in this 
situation, which justifies us in regard- 
ing it as essentially ‘“‘an Irish crisis,”’ 
is that the purposes and methods of 
the opponents of Mr. ReEpMOoND—of Mr. 
O’BRIEN and the All-for-Ireland League 
and Sinn Fein—are directed away from 
politics and toward the utmost devel- 
opment of Irish interests, resources, 
and character. Ultimate independence 
is undoubtedly within the range of the 
aspirations of the leaders, but not 
through coercion and intrigue in the 
House of Commons or at the polls in 
Ireland, but through the steady pursuit 
of aims for which all Irishmen, of 
whatever region or religious faith, can 
work in common, Particularly these 
organizations oppose and repudiate—so 
far as can be judged from the utter- 
ances of their writers—the policy of in- 
fluencing English action by spreading 
disorder and violence and lawlessness 
in Ireland.

O’Connon—the most reasonable es well 
as one of tho most loyal of Mr. REbD- 
MOND’S sunporters—discussed the situa- 
tion in his dispatch to Tux Timers of 
yesterday shows that Mr. RpDMOND’S 
influence is by no means so strong as 
it has been supposed to be. We recog- 
nize cordially the patriotism and sin- 
cerity of such Irish leaders as Mr. 
O’ConNOR, and no one can be surprised 
that the long oppression of the past 
bears violence to plague the English. 
But we are convinced that Ireland can 
make surer and more solid progress by 
methods of peace and unity than can 
be got by implacable contention. 








MONEY IN THE PRIZEFIGHT. 

The prizefight in Emeryville, Cal., 
on Independence Day, will surpass all 
others of its kind in history in certain 
noteworthy particulars. It may or may 
not be a good fight. But good or bad 
the accredited winner will pocket more 
money than any pugilist ever made be- 
fore, while the defeated man will re- 
ceive a larger sum than many of the 
ancient victors of the ring could ac: 
cumulate in a lifetime, 

The profits from the exhibition of.the 
moving pictures taken while the con- 
test is in progress are expected to be 
enormous, A purse of $101,000 is to 
be dividéd between the contestants on 
a basis of 75 and 25 per cent., and 
they are to receive two-thirds of the 
receipts of the moving pictures. Hith- 
erto about $82,000 has been the modern 
prizefighter’s highest reward. The rec- 
ord for gate receipts in former prize- 
fights is something ‘like $67, It is 
estimated that the Emeryville arena wil] 
hold $680,000, and $350,000 is called a 
conservative estimate of the. receipts. 
Orders have been received for choice 
seats at high prices from all over the 
country and from England. The sol- 
vent colored population will be largely 
epresented. The railroads will sell 
special tickets with a coupon entitling 
the holder to a seat. 

This will be the most “ business- 
like’ prizefight ever known. Its pro- 
motion and financial management in- 
sure large profits to many persons who 
run no risk of bodily injury or criminal] 
prosecution. It will be a great “ sport- 
ing event’’ without a doubt, and in the 
minds of some millions of sentient hu- 
man beings, {in an era of free education 
and boasted enlightenment, {it will be 
the most notable incident of 1910.

Earnest and ftlly 
justifiable, but prob- 
ably quite useless, 
. protest is made by 
an Evil Use. The Army and Navy 
Journal agaifist the use of the word 
*“‘cadet’’ as the generic narne of the low- 
est and vilest men that human society 
has produced. Until a few years ago 
every idea associated with the word was 
honorable, as is its derivation from the 
Latin ‘‘caput’’ with a diminutive termi- 
nation. The proper meaning of younger 
or youngest son or brother !s still, in 
France, that in which it is most often 
employed, but even there it early came 
to be the special designation of a young 
man who was learning, in a military 
school or from an eminent soldier, the 
art of war. 

It is only in the latter sense that the 
word gained permanent footing in the 
English language, and both in Great Brit- 
ain and in the United States it is still ap- 
plied to thousands of boys, bright, hon- 
est, and decent, whose instruction is 
wholly or partially that required for the 
profession of arms. ‘“ Cadet’’ is the of- 
ficlal designation of the young men who 
at West Point are in training to be- 
come the officers of the regular army, 
and. it was also the name of those at 
Annapolis until a few years ago, when 
it was replaced by ‘“‘ midshipman "’—a not 
particularly desirable change, simce that 
name has little meaning nowadays. 

Certainly every cadet worthy to be so 
culled has a right to be indignant at the 
seizure of this modest and long-honored 
appellation by the filthy creatures who, 
even in the slums, are viewed with dis- 
gist and upon whom even pickpockets, 
to say nothing of bank burglars and high- 
waymen, look with contempt. By a united 
effort on the part of the newspapers per- 
haps the word ‘‘cadet”’ could be res- 
cued from the base ‘misuse to which it 
has come to be subjected, but the meaning 
now given to it requires expression in 
presenting the news of the day, and we 
cannot all be as free as is The New Thea- 
tre in the employment of the short and 
ugly terms that classic English supplies. 
So we resort to, or tolerate, convenient 
euphemisms of which this is a type, and 
“cadet ’’ will probably share the fate of 
many another reputable word that has 
fallen from high estate. 

The chances are that there fs nothing 
to do except to abandon the word to the 
wretches who have taken it for their 
own and to find another name for the 
brave and manly boys who have been 
robbed of it. That is simpler and more 
convenient than to attempt a belated 
rescue,

by the innumerable big and little shop- 


keepers who will be deprived of custom- 
ary profits if the order forbidding the 
sale of fireworks at retail between June 
10 and July 10 is to stand. Its enforce- 
ment will make the celebration of the 
Fourth no celebration at all for the small 
boys and the barbaric adults whose joy 
is to set off gunpowder and other ex- 
plosives with their own hands, and their 
protests will be joined to those of the 
tradesmen who are counting on the pros- 
perous month which this order will pre- 
vent. 

Nevertheless, the order should stand. 
Even tuose of us who have nerves strong 
enough to endure without hysterics a 
noisy day—it is usually a noisy week or 
fortnight—have come to the conclusion 
that the wonted observance of the one 
great American holiday has become in- 
tolerably dangerous and intolerably ex- 
pensive. Too many people are killed or 
maimed by the careless use of fireworks, 
too much property is burned up in the 
innumerable conflagrations that result 
from the same cause, too much suffering 
is inflicted upon the sick and the sensi- 
tive. Pyrotechnic displays arranged with 
tasto and conducted with skill are of 
sufficient beauty to merit the interest 
and attention of civilized people, but mere 
desultory snappings and poppings have 
neither excuse nor justification for other 
than child minds, and as demonstrations 
of patriotism of course they are worse 
than absurd. 

Fourth of July has come to be a day 
of torture to a large minority, if not an 
actual majority, of men and women, and 
it is time that their rights and prefer- 
ences should be regarded. The Mayor's 
order is one which will be extremely hard 
to enforce, for the efforts to violate it 
will be many and the means for doing so 
will be at hand. There will be great dif- 
ficulty in drawing the line between retail 
and wholesale disposal of fireworks, an‘ 
not a few persons who have a theoretical 
approval for the reform of the celebration 
will try to evade its direct application to 
themselves and their children. Success 
in improving the celebration. of the 
Nation’s independence would be rendered 
easier {if care were taken to replace the 
objectionable manifestations with really 
sood exhibitions of a public or semi- 
public nature. The city could well af- 
ford to spend a good many thousand dol- 
lars on these, since the expenditure would 
hardly count in comparison with the-an- 
nual fire loss. And there’s no denying 
that a Fourth of July without fireworks 
of any kind, anyhere, would be pretty 
dismal.

NORMAL GRADUATES. 








Their Success as Compared with Those 
of Other Colleges. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If other letters concerning the examinations 
of Normal College graduates for license as 
teachers are to be published, it is well to start 
with facts. The work of the Normal College 
is to give a college education. As in all col- 
leges of the present day; 4here is a department 
of education, but there is no special drill to 
pass the examination for License No. 1 or any 
other examination. Yet Normal College gradu- 
ates enter these examinations and obtain re- 
sults far better than those of other colleges. 
In fact, Normal graduates are the only college 
graduates who do well in License No. 1, being 
second only to the training schools, whose 
special examination it is. The class of June, 
1909, passed over 86 per cent. of its members, 
while in the class of February, 1910, 87% per 
cent, were successful. Compare these results 
with ‘‘ other colleges,’"”’ which pass about 30 
per cent. of their candidates. 

Graduates of the Normal College are now 
entering the High School examinations. In 
the examinations of October, 1909, first and 
second places were secured by Normal gradu- 
ates on the list for assistant teachers of 
biology; while first and two others were ob- 
tained on the Hst of junior teachers of biology. 
Four of the thirteen on the Latin list were 
graduates of Normal College, This new work 
of the Normal College will make it no longer 
necessary to go outside the City of New York 
for all our High School teachers.

Ministers of West Side Churches Con- 
demn Retention of 11th Av, Tracks. 


Thirty-six ministers in this .eity by 
arrangement roferred in their sérmons 
yesterday to the agitation fer the re- 
moval of the tracks of the New York 
Central Railroad from Bleventh Avenue, 
often now called “ Death Avenue.”’ Most 
of the ministers denounced the recent 
decision by Judge Herrick in favor of the 
railroad company. 

A mass meeting under the auspices of 
the League to Hnd Death Avenue has 
been scheduled to take place on Thursday 
at 8:15 P. M. at the Amsterdam Opera 
House, 840 West Forty-fourth Street, 
when several well-known citizens will 
speak on the subject. Many of the pas- 
tors announced the meeting yesterday 
from their pulpits, and asked the mem- 
bers of their congregations to attend. 

At mass in the Church of the Sacred 
Heart in West Fifty-first Street Father 
J. J. Crossley said: 

“It is the earnest wish of the Rev. Mgr. 
Mooney that all the heads of families, and 
particularly voters, assist in the effort to 
remove the tracks from Eleventh Avenue. 
Many school children have to cross the 
tracks going to and from school or on 
their way to recreation centres. 

“The New York Central Railroad ad- 
‘tmits,’’ Father Crossley went on to say, 
“that 448 persons have been killed and 
that 1,574 persons have been injured by

RESENTS JEWISH CARICATURES 


Rabbi Silverman Wants a Campaign 
Started Against Them. 


The Rev. Joseph Silverman, rabbi of 
Temple Emanu-E], Forty-third Street 
and Fifth Avenue, in his address yester- 
day, advocated the inauguration by the 
Jews of a campaign against the carica- 
turing of the Jew in the magazines, in 
the public press, and on the stage. He 
referred to the protest made by the Irish 
against the stage representation of that 
race, and said they had succeeded in 
banishing the stage Irishman to the do- 
main of discarded property and rejected 
manuscripts. He thought the same could 
be done by the Jew by a vigorous cam- 
paign of protest. Dr. Silverman said: 

“The invidious effect of ridicule is 
hard to overcome. It is a great weapon 
in the hands of clever and unscrupulous 
men. The character of Barnabas, by 
Christopher Marlowe, was an _ insolent 
misrepresentation, and Shakespeare's 
Shylock was but an imitation of Mar- 
lowe's Barnabas. Because it was more 
cleverly drawn it is more pernicious. It 
was a prostitution of Shakespeare’s tal- 
ent. He played to the gallery. 

“The character of Shylock as _ por- 
trayed by Shakespeare was a reversal of 
th. real character of the historical per- 
sonage he set out to picture. He made 
Shylock demand the pound of flesh to 
win the plaudits of the audience, and in 
doing so violated all the canons of truth 
and justice. It is against public policy 
that “‘'The Merchant of Venice”’’ should 
be read in the public schools. Among 
the English writers Carlyle, Thackeray, 
and Dickens were particular offenders in 
their misrepresentations of the Jew. t 
was done to curry favor with their read- 
ers. 

“The gross caricature of the Jew as he 
appears in some of the magazines, in 
some of the neWspapers, and on the 
stage, is an injustice to the Jewish peo- 
ple. The stage Jew is a stench in our 
nostrils, a disgrace to the country, an 
insult to the Jew, and a discredit to the 
stage. He is merely used to cater to 
ree and to the box office receipts. 

he aim of the stage should be to uplift, 
refine, and educate—to hold up a mirror 
which will reflect the truth, not a trick 
mirror which reflects a monstrosity. Cer- 
tain yellow journals on occasion indulge 
in frivolous references and fine insinua- 
tions against the Jew which deserve the 
contempt and derision of all right-minded 
people.’ 


DEPLORES JEWISH DISCORD. 


President Krausof B’Nal B’Rith Pleads 
for Greater Toleration. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—‘‘ The order 
must continue to be the rallying ground 
for all Jews, regardless .of political or 
religious opinions,’’ declared Adolf Kraus 
of Chicago, President of the Independent 
Order of B’Nai B’Rith, in his message 
to the Constitution Grand Lodge Conven- 
tion, which began here to-day. 

A tremendous dynamis force, in the view 
of Mr. Kraus, has been at work in the 
camp of Israel. ‘‘ Passions have been 
aroused, schisms have been created, and 
where peace and harmony are so essen- 
tial, strife and discord reign,’’ his message 
said. ‘‘We have the Zionist and the 
anti-Zionist, the orthodox and refdSrmed, 
with their respective chasms constantly 
widening; their antipathies steadily grow- 
ing. In my judgment it is the province 
of the order to continue in the path which 
it has pursued from its inception. It must 
not favor or discountenance movements 
within our own ranks on which Jewish 
opinion are pronounced and varied.’’ 

The President said the problem what to 
do with newly arrived immigrants was 
one of ert serious importance. 
Something should be done to distribute 
the immigrants in the badly congested 
districts in‘the seaport cities before they 
become permanently settled.

Theirs to be a Generous Share, 
‘Dr. Aked Tells Congregation, 
but All Must Contribute. 


DESCRIBES NEW — EDIFICE 





Says Its Erection was a Tacitly Under 
stood Provision of His Coming—Pre- 
dicts Largely Extended Influence. 





‘* Neither a certain distinguished man 
of wealth of this parish nor his similarly 
distinguished son is going to build our 
new half-million dollar church for us; you 
are going to build it for yourselives,’’ the 
Rev. Dr. C. F. Aked remarked to the 
congregation of the Fifth Avenue Bap- 
tist Church at yesterday morning’s ser- 
vice. 

“By closest economy it will cost $500,- 
000, and I hope you will despise petty 
economy such as that. The very rich of 
the parish of course will make large con- 
tributions. Smaller contributions of, say, 
$25,000 or $10,000, will be given by others. 
But if it is only $4 or $5 every member 
of the congregation is expected to give 
something. Every member of every fam- 
ily, too, and not merely one member of 
each family. You will make a first pay- 


next June. The other payments will be 
made at intervals of five months, I hope 
you will give as freely as a bird sings." 

Then Dr. Aked proceeded to tell the 
congregation exactly how the new build- 
ing was to be built and what it was to 
look like. It will be on the present butld- 
ing’s 100-foot lot, and the architecture 
will be twentieth century pisan, as al- 
ready announced. Its front will be of @ 
very light colored stone, like marble; it 
will overtop the private brownstone resie 
dences on each side of it, and there will 
be lots of halls and roome in it. 

‘““We want room to feel our limbs,” -ex- 
plained Dr. Aked. 

The three large arched windows over 
the church’s Forty-sixth Street front will 
be a particular feature, according to Dr. 
Akeds By means of a three-gabied por- 
tico beneath these windows the congrega- 
tion will enter the church’s vestibule. 
Smaller entrances at both sides will lead 
to elevators to the classrooms, offices, 
and meeting halls on the church’s twe 
upper flobrs. These rooms will include a 
church parlor, assembly room, pantry 
and kitchen, library, and board room. The 
janitor will live on the mezzanine floor. 

“When I came here three years ago I 


gave none to me,”’ Dr. Aked told the 
congregation yesterday. 
derstood between your leaders and my- 
self that a new church building would be 
necessary tO make my ministry success- 
ful. The first year was broken up by 
my ill-health. Then the effects of the 
financial panic begam to be felt. But 
in the last days of 1908 the Trustees and 
Deacons unanimously decided that we 
must have new premises, 

‘“*I believe that, even in 1831, when the 
Rev. George Benedict of Danbury was 
called to the pastorate of this church, 
my Own presence here to-day was in the 
mind of the Eternal. We have outgrown 
our old home. We must have another 
commensurate with our ambitions. Every 
Sunday people come here hoping to get 
in and have to go away because there 
is no room for them. People who can’t 
get a seat are not liable to repeat their 
visit. 

“If you didn’t want a new church I 
wouldn’t stay. You would have medioc- 
rity. The world would go by and you 
wouldn't know it. We have a message— 
an unquestionable gospel. New York 
benefits by hearing us. This church 
never lived behind the times. 

‘‘And if we build this church, it will 
not be the last thing that we shall build 
into the life of America. I have many 
other plans for the influence which we 
will exert and the work we will do after 
the church is built. But I don’t intend 
to make these plans public just now. I 
have no wish merely to satisfy the un- 
godly curiosity of the world outside. The 


i thing I want to emphasize is that this 


church, if it is built at all, 


built by you. Over and over, it has been 
suggested that a certain distinguished 
member of this congregation and his sim- 
ilarly distinguished son were gcing to 
build this church. They might build this 
church alone, and their bank balances 
not know anything about it. As a matter 
of fact, they will do their share and 
it will be a generous share. But these 
rich men are not going to build the 
church for us.” 

An elaborately printed prospectus, with 
photographs of the present building and 
engravings and plans of the prospective 
one, was mailed to every member of the 
congregation yesterday. After describing 
the architectural difficulties of building 
a suitably impressive church on a lot 
of 100 fect, the prospectus describes the 
different features of the church, some of 
which have not been published before. 

The auditorium will be the full width of 
the lot. A modern acousticon equipment 
will enable every one to hear the services, 
Fresh air. heated at the proper tempera- 
ture, will be forced through ceiling open- 
ings. Vitiated air will be drawn down 
through the floor. The interior walls will 
be imitation stone. The pews and gal- 
lery fronts will be colored in antique 
walnut. 

The prospectus contains a history of 
the old church. It is a development of 
the Stanton Street Baptist Church, to the 
$500 pastorate of which the Rev. George 
Benedict was called in 18381. It moved 
to Norfolk Street ten years later, pur- 
chasing another church buliding at the 
corner of Norfolk and Broome Streets 
for $12,000. The Rev. Thomas Armitage 
of Albany succeeded Dr. Benedict in 1848 
at a salary of $1,200. The tides of immi- 
gration drove the congregation out of 
Norfolk Street in 1859. Then services were 
held in a Broadway hall for atime. Next 
a chapel was built on the present Forty- 
sixth Street site, which then was nearly 
opposite the Bull’s Head Cattle Market 
In 1865 the present building was oo 
William Herbert Perry Faunce and Rufu 
Perry Johnston were successively the 
church’s pastors between the retirement 
of Dr. Armitage and the coming of Dr. 
Aked.

COHAN DINED BY FRIARS. 


And Col. Cody Tells of the Approach- 
ing Retirement He Is Thinking Of. 


Col, William F. Cody, better known as 
“Buffalo Bill,’’ told the Friars last night 
that he was growing tired of straddling 
that big white charger of his, tired of 
appearing in the arena and shooting In- 
dians with blank cartridges, and that he 
means to retire from active work and go 
out West to spend the rest of his days 
with his stanch old Indian friends and his 
buffalo and his horses. His retirement 
was a little way off yet, he said, for he 
means to make a farewell tour of Amer- 
ica, but when the tour is complete he 
means to turn the show over to his part- 
ner, Major G. W. Little—better known &s 
“Pawnee Bill’’—and bid good-bye to the 
show business forever 

In anticipation of his retirement, Col. 
Cody bade farewell to the Friars last 
night. They gave him a shout of applause 
which almost raised the roof. 

The dinner was not in Col. Cody’s honor, 
It was in honor of George M. Cohan. The 
big ballroom of the Hotel Astor held about 
1,000 Friars and their friends, all eager to 
show how much they admire the “ official 
flag waver’ of the United States. The 
other Cohans—Jerry J., the father; Mrs. 
Jerry, and Miss Josephine, sister of 
George—were all there, and before the 
evening was over the four harked back to 
the old days when they were dancing 
clogs and George was fiddling to get his 
foot on the lower round of the ladder to 
success. On a stage at one end of the din- 
ing room they fiddled and danced as in 
the old days. 

Many men of note in the theatrical pro- 
fession were on hand to tell Mr. Cohan 
what they thought of him. A. L. Erlanger 
was one of these, but in introducing Mr. 
Cohan he chose to refer to the actor- 
playwright as ‘*‘ Jerry Cohan’s son,’’ after 
which Friar Rennold Wolf referred to 
Mr. Erlanger as Leopold Erlanger’s son, 
and also likened him to Dr. Cook and 
other persons. Mr. Erlanger, when his 
turn came, likened himself to Mark An- 
tony.

Mr. Forbes-Robertson then turned to 
Winthrop Ames, who sat on his right, 
and spoke hopefully of the future of The 
New Theatre, of which he is director. He 
said that the institution was sure to do 
good, and that he considered the under- 
taking a splendid one. 

“That magnificent temple,’’ he said, 


‘‘will teach the man in the street that 
the drama is a great art, a sister art of 
music and painting and literature. There 
you have a young child that is doing won- 
derfully well. That child will have the 
measles and the whooping cough, but I 
am ore that Dr. Ames will be able to 
cure it.’’ 

William Winter’s voice was shaky when 
he began to speak, and there were tears 
in his eyes. We referred to his age, and 
with a trembling voice thanked the Lotos 
Club for the honor that it did him. Mr. 
Forbes-Robertson bowed his head during 
the speech, and when he did look up it 
was to nod his appreciation of Mr. Win- 
ter’s reference to the fact that he and 
Mr. Winter had been friends for a quar- 
ter of a century. 

‘‘There was a time, perhaps,”’ safd Mr. 
Winter, ‘‘ that I might have paid an ade- 
quate tribute to Forbes-Robertson. My 
meaning is earnest, but my words are 
few. My friend stands In the front rank 
of intellectual actors. As an actor he re- 
ceived in the old school, now sometimes 
disparaged, the training that made him 
what he is to-day.”’ 

Mr. Winter said the conditions of 
the stage were deplorable to-day, but 
he added that he was happy to say he be- 
lieved those conditions were only tempo- 
rary. The best actors of to-day, he said, 
were Forbes-Robertson end Robert Man- 
tell; who, he said, were ‘“‘ survivors of the 
old school or adherents to the old faith.”

ACTOR SPEAKS FROM PULPIT. 


Guy Bates Post Talks cn the Stage in 
Passaic Church. 


Guy Bates Post of The New Theatre 
company occupied the pulpit last night in 
the Unitarian Church, Prospect Street, 
near Passaic Avenue, in Passaic, N. J. 
He spoke on the Church ang the Stage. 
The pastor, the Rev. Charles Graves, 
asked Mr. Post to deliver the address 
two weeks ago, saying he thought the 
churchgoing public should become better 
acquainted with the aims and ideals of 
the theatres. In his address Mr. Post 
said: 

“The theatre is the meeting place of 
conflicting forces—forces for well-being 
and forces of evil—and it is in this com- 
bat of good and ill that we find the close 
and sympathetic bond which should unite 
the churchman and the actor. The play- 
house has its definite place in the lives of 
the people, and is a singular and fruitful 
power for education and culture, for that 
which makes for good is good. It shares 
with the written word the added force of 
the spoken, and combines this double 
strength toward remedying abuses, allay- 
ing grievances, and creating new stand- 
rds of character, just as it frequently 


creates new standards of art. All in all, 
its power for good is incalculable. 

‘And a debt is owed the actor, but how 
often is it paid in the basest form of in- 
gratitude, In slander and in invective! 
Indeed, there are many times when the 
player feels that every man’s hand is 
turned against him and that his walk in 
life is still regarded as it was in the Dark 
Ages. Do you know the chief cause of 
this petty intolerance? 

“Tgnorance! An ignorance so profound 
that one regards it in absolute amaze- 
ment. People will shout a story to an 
actor’s discredit where they will whisper 
one to his credit or leave the latter un- 








told. There are newspapers, too, which 
will seize upon any unclean innuendo as- 
sociated with the theatre and blazon it 
forth with arresting headlines, 
fuse space to the innumerable acts of de- 
cency, of humanity, and of Christianity 
inseparably associated with the citizens 
of the mimic world.

Arthur Howard Is Trying to Give 
Salem, Mass., Pure Government, 


Arthur Howard, known as ‘the boy 
Mayor of Salem,” (Mass.,) paid a brief 
visit to New York yesterday. At the 
Hotel Belmont the young Mayor told 
Something about his career in Salem, 
where he was elected Mayor, although he 
had been a resident there for only seven- 
teen months. ; 

‘My position is a rather unique one,” 
said the Mayor, ‘for at present I am 
holding down the Mayor’s chair with two 
charges of libel hanging over my head 
and my political enemies yearning for my 
scalp. But I am going ahead fulfilling 
my political promises. have let out the 
License Commissioners, and on May 1 Sa- 
lem will be ‘ dry.’ 

“I owe a great deal to the women of 
Salem. Only last week one of my bonds- 
men refused to go on my bail any longer, 
and I was forced to surrender myself to 
the court on one of the libel charges. 
My bail was $800, but before the day 
was Over 800 women of Salem had con- 
tributed $1 apiece, which shows how much 
the women there are helping the cause 
of pure city government.” 

When the Mayor arrived in Salem seven- 
teen months ago, he had only about $25, 
but he managed to start a newspaper, 
which has now a circulation of about 12,- 
000, although at first he had to give 
it away. 

“I started in to tell the truth about the 
political corruption in Salem,” said the 
Mayor. ‘‘ First, an Alderman sued me for 
libel, and I spent several days in jail, 
but still continued to edit my paper ‘and 
to throw the limelight of publicity into the 
ring of political graft. promised to 
spend my salary maintaining the chil- 
dren's playground, and I am doing it, 
as well as keeping the public posted on 
what is going on behind the Court House 
doors. Before my term is over I mean to 
wipe out all graft and corruption from 
the local government, and I appreciate 
that I have the best people of Salem 
behind me in my endeavors.” 

The Mayor was born and bred in this 
city, but as his paternal grandfather was 
a schoolmate of Nathaniel Hawthorne, he 
is not looked upon as an interloper in 
Salem. He is 40 years old. He expressed 
admiration for Mayor Gaynor, whose 
work he applauded. 

Mayor Howard said that he had come 
to New York upon personal business, and 
that it was the first time he had been ab- 
sent from Salem for such a length of 
time since his election.

THE STEEL TRADE 
IN A QUANDARY 


BT 4 Ps 


Calling of Soft Coal Strike Puts 
Element of Uncertainty 
into Situation. 





PITTSBURG CAR SHORTAGE 


Pig Iron Production Continues at the 
Top-Figure Galt and Prices of 
Products Are Mixed, 





Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURG, April 3.—The iron and 
stee] industry in the Pittsburg district has 
provided amply against a possible coal 
famine, but the trade fears the senti- 
mental] effect of the coal strike on its 
market. The larger iron and steel in- 
dustries here are stocked with fuel for 
a month or six weeks’ interruption of 
mining, and mine operators also have pre- 
pared for an emergency by piling Hberal 
stocks, but a bitter fight in the mining 
regions over the mine scale may affect 
all lines of general trade in the Pitts- 
burg district, and this is what the iron 
and steel industry fears. 

The efforts of the railroads entering 
Pittsburg were centred on the moving of 
coal] during the last half of the week, 
when the closing of the mines became a 
certainty, and the result was the most 
aggravated car shortage experienced thus 
far this year throughout the Pittsburg 
district. At the close of the week, the 
Pennsylvania was supplying less than 40 
per cent. of the cars requisitioned by gen- 
eral shippers. The result was the moving 
of a tremendous tonnage of coal, however, 
both for railroad and industrial uses. 
Miles of coal trains in transit clogged 
the larger classification yards about the 
Pittsburg terminals last night. 

It is an open secret that many coal op- 
erators in this field desired a suspension 
of operationg in order to work off the 
large stocks*of fuel they were carrying, 
and prices of fuel have not risen appre- 
ciably since the announcement of the 
final disagreement of the Pittsburg dis- 
trict operators and miners last week. 
Everybody will have fuel for manufactur- 
ing purposes in the Pittsburg district for 
a month to come, even if the mines do 
mot resume for that long. Meantime 
there is every indication in the attitude 
of the Pittsburg mine operators of a 
speedy settlement. 

The coke market, which generally re- 
flects any serious crisis in the mining 
industry, was not disturbed at all during 
last week’s turmoil, although prices on 
second-half contracts for Connellsville 
coke became slightly firmer on a move- 


ment by furnace interests to insure their 
supply for the last six months of the year. 
It hae been predicted in Connellsville that, 
in case of a long shutdown of Pittsburg 





district coal mines, Connellsville operat- 
ors: will shut down their ovens ‘and ship 








, their coal into Pittsburg, but that contin- 


gency is as yet remote. The Connellsville 
field is not affected by the present labor 
troubles. 

Pig iron producers continued their 32,- 
000,000-ton gait of production during the 
last half of March, and then wondered 
why prices receded still further. Stocks 
of steelmaking irons in Pitssburg district 
are the largest in nearly eighteen months, 
but the mere fact that shipments on run- 
ning contracts continue at a record-break- 
ing rate has prevented a disastrous price 
slump. The larger producers are well sold 
up in basic and Bessemer grades till near 
the close of the second quarter, and the 
small fry in the trade are the ones who will 
suffer. Last week passed without a sin- 
gle bona-fide new inquiry for basic or 
Bessemer iron, with the exception of one 
or two ‘“‘feelers’’ for small tonnages of 
basic, which met with the stereotyped 

uotations of $16, valleys. In Bessemer 
the only question is how far below the 
previous minimum of $17.75, valleys, the 
next bona fide sale will carry Bessemer. 

In foundry iron, in the face of reces- 
sions in price both East and West, strong 
interests rallied to the support of the 
local market, and no tonnage changed 
hands under $16, furnace, which is really 
an advance from the middle of March, 
when there was much shading of this 
price. The melt of foundry iron of all 
Erades in Pittsburg is larger to-day than 
it was during the rush period of last 
Autumn, the foundry and machinery in- 
terests having required some time to get 
under full headway, and specifications on 
first half contracts made last Fall con- 
tinue to exceed the original agreements. 
Two large merchant furnace interests 
show furnace reports for March, indicat- 
ing smaller stocks on hand on March 31 
than on Feb, 28. 

The minimum for second and third quar- 
ter No. 2 iron seemed to be $16.25, valleys, 
at the close of the week, though some 
producers make that price for the coming 
nine months. It is doubtful if any ex- 
tended tonnage for near-by delivery could 
be secured at much under $16.25. Sales 
of foundry iron for the week totaled 
about 10,000 tons. Malleable came a close 
second in tonnage changing hands, four 
consumers taking about 8,000 tons out of 
this market at $16.25, furnace, which is 
25 cents under the last quotation, 
weeks ago. 

. The sale of 1,000 tons of Southern gray 

forge to the Standard Sanitary Company 
;at $11.25, Birmingham, for May-June de- 
{livery indicates that Southern forge iron 
has reached a stage where it may be con- 
sidered on a competing basis with valley 
iron in the Eastern and Northern Ohio 
markets. Freight from Birmingham to 
] Pittsburg is $4.90, and freight from the 
hem rage Pig Shenango valleys to Pitts- 
burg is cents. Gray forge at $11.25, 
Birmingham, therefore means $15.25, val- 
leys, which is 25 cents under the price 
second-quarter forge from valley furnaces 
was quoted at last week. The Southern 
forge iron mentioned here was in reality 
for delivery at the Standard Company’s 
Louisville (Ky.) plant, but the price quot- 
ed would ve the Southern product an 
advantage in what has always been rec- 
ognized as valley markets. 

Prices on crude steel were well main- 
tained during the week, while demands on 
merchant mills continued to be in excess 
of capacity. The merchant mills are fur- 
her behind in orders than they were at 
he opening of the year, Western orders 
having been responsible for much of the 
congestion. Prices are not being allowed 
to go to premium levels, however. The 
influence of the Steel Corporation is be- 
ing exerted to prevent the charging of 
premiums except in exceptional cases. 
New capacity in merchant steel will re- 
lieve the.situation before the end of the 
present: quarter. The shading of prices 
on sheets has ceased, with the exception 
of galvanized, vn which about $1 a ton 
concession can be obtained. New business 
in sheets has come out.in large quantities 
during the last three weeks. Structural 
material prices are still weak in the East, 
but in the Pittsburg District the shading 
has disappeared. The placing of large 
orders for shapes by several Western rail- 
roads that are building their own cars 
and by lake shipbuilders, has strengthene 
the local situation. The railroad demand 
is becoming better in other lines than 
steel cars and motive power. The Car- 
negie Steel Company has taken orders for

Prices Recover at Close of Week 
Under Covering Operations.

BERLIN, April 3.—The dullness which 
the bear element exploited for a vig- 
orous campaign against steel and tron 
issues was a prominent feature of the 
market last week. Covering operations 
toward the close, however, resulted in

by the tightness of money conditions in

pression.

Placing of or- 
ders for track supplies by urban traction 
interests also has assisted the local mills. 

Merchant pipe is one of the weak spots 
in the situation with the opening of the 
new quarter. Jobbers’ stocks ere not mov- 
ing, and promoters of pipe Hne projects 
in West Virginia and the West are hesi- 
tating over closing contracts. The only 
gcoa-sized letting in line pipe that seems 
likely to be closed the coming week is 
the Texas Oil Corporation’s inquiry for 
4.000 tons of 8-inch. The Union Gas and 
Electric Company of Cincinnati took 
2,500 tons of large-sized cast iron pipe 
for a natural gas line. The order came 
as an innovation in the trade, natura! 
gas interests hereabout having been 
wedded for years to steel pipe for pipe 
line purposes. Youngstown, Ohio, bought 
500 tons of cast iron water pipe from the 
United States Cast Iron Pipe and Foundry 
Company. 

The announcement was made at the 
Pittsburg offices of the National Tube 
Company that the shutting Cown of its 
Lorain, Ohio, plant last Thursday was 
due entirely to the shortage of fuel. It 
was explained that the company had 
been having difficulty in securing fuel 
at its Lorain plant for several weeks, 
and that it had been decided to shut down 
the works for a week or ten days, with 
the exception of the rail mill. The ex- 
planation is not taken at its face value 
here, in view of the heavy condition of 
the merchant pipe market and the large 
stocks the National Tube Company is 
known to have been piling up. If the 
clcsing of the Lorain plant is a result 
of overproduction in the pipe trade, as 
is claimed in some circles, the spectacle 
of two independent interests preparing 
to put in operation new pipe mithe in Ohio 
before the close of the present month 
ought to be encouraging to those jobbers 
who want ‘to see prices smashed. The 
new plant of the Republic Iron and Steel 
Company, which has never before dealt 
in pipe, and extensive new enlargements 
of the Youngstown Sheet and Tube Com- 
pany, already a large producer of steel 
pipe, are both due to begin operations 
before April 20. 

Coke gave a good account of itself dur- 
ing the week. The smashing of prices 
under. the $2 mark by Connellsville oper- 
ators ceased, and prompt furnace coke 
commanded $2 and a shade higher. About 
15,000 tons were contracted for for sec- 
ond half at $2.15. Foundry coke is dull, 
at $2.75 to $2.55.

WASHINGTON, April 3.—The stand 
taken by the Maryland Legislature to ex- 
clude the negro from the franchise as 
far as State and municipal elections are 
concerned, !s regarded in Washington as 
an incident that will play an important 
part in the coming Congressional elec- 
tions. The opinion here seems to be prac- 
tically unanimous that the Maryland act 
will be declared unconstitutional by the 
Federal courts, but before the courts can 
decide the matter the Congressional elec- 
tion will probably haye been held, and it 
is already evident that in the States where 
the negro vote must be reckoned with 
the action of the party in Maryland will 
tell heavily against changes which might 
throw control of the House to the Demo- 
crats., 

Such Democratic Senators as have per- 
mitted themselves to be quoted are agreed 
that the Maryland plan is contrary to 
the Constitution as it now stands amend- 
ed. Mr. Money of Mississippi, the mi- 
nority leader of the Senate, has long 
held that’ the Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
Amendments, covering the rights of the 
negro, were never constitutionally rati- 
fied, but even he doubts that the present 
move of the Marylanders will make a 
test case of those amendments. The 
Maryland act admits the binding quality 
of the amendments as far as National 
elections are concerned, but is based on 
the assumptien that as Maryland did not 
herself agree to the amendments they 
cdo not affect her franchise laws for purely 
State officers. That assumption is de- 
tcribed here as pushing the State’s rights 
position to an extreme. 


Conservative Democrats Opposed. 


The conservative Democrats, undoubt- 
ediv, whether Southern or Northern, 
heard of the action of the Maryland Leg- 
islature with sinking hearts. In Ohio, In- 
diana, Missouri, and West Virginia the 
negro is an important political factor, and 
In those States the negroes have shown 
themselves lately not entirely satisfied 
with the thrown to them by their 
traditional protectors—the Republicans. 
Those States, too, are among the doubtful 
ones in years of National elections, and it 
had been hoped that the negroes might 
either split their vote in favor of Demo- 


cratic candidates as a rebuke to the Re- 
publicans, or else, through loss of enthu- 
siasm, simply stay at home. 

Events in Maryland may be expected to 
revive the lagging interest of the negro in 
National elections, and this interest will 
be all for the election of a safely Repub- 
lican House. In the Southern States, 
properly speaking, of couruse, this agita- 
tion does not affect the vote, as the negro 
is already practically disfranchised, but 
the Southern members of Congress see in 
the agitation of the matter at this time a 
severe diminution of the hopes of success 
in their heretofore hopeful campaign to 
secure control of the House. 

Expressions of opinion since the publi- 
cation of the text of the Maryland bill in- 
clude the following from Senator Overman 
of North Carolina, a member of the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee: 

‘IT am not in favor of the Maryland 
idea at all, and do not think it would 
hold in any court. There may be doubt 
among many lawyers as to the validity 
of the adoption of the Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth Amendments, but we have lived 
under them for ferty years now, and 
practically the entire South has acquiesced 
in them. Maryland cannot claim that she 
is not bound to observe these amend- 
rents, and I do not think the forcing of 
the issue as to their validity at this time 
will lead to anv practical results or re- 
sult in any good for the cause of Democ- 
racy.

have got along very well in 
Carolina with the amendments we 
have adopted. Even the Republicans of 
the State would not return now ,to the 
conditions which existed before we found 
a way for the elimination of the illiterate 
vote. The plan proposed by Maryland 
strikes me as being wholly unnecessary.” 


Unconstitutional, Says Clay. 

Senator Clay of Georgia said: 

“IT am willing to state that in my 
judgment the plan proposed in Maryland, 
as I understand it, is clearly unconstftu- 
tional and would be held so in the courts, 


‘The proposal to exclude negroes from 
registration on account of their color and 
to limit the exercise of the elective fran- 
chise to white men would be clearly vio- 
lative of the Fifteenth Amendment. That 
amendment is supplementary to.the Four- 
teenth Amendment, and applies to State 
elections as well as to National and Con- 
@ressional' elections. The Fourteenth 
Amendment distinctly enumerates che 
executive and judicial officers of States 
in its reference to the right of citizen- 
ship. The Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
Amendments are legally binding on all 
of the States, and the proposition put for- 
ward in Maryland would be in violation 
of the Constitution. 

‘‘Tt makes no difference whether the 
State ratified or rejected the Federal 
amendments. They are binding upon 
every State until they are upset by the 
Supreme Court of the United States, and 
I don’t think that time is coming.” 

Ex-Senator William E. Chandler of New 
Hampshire, former Secretary of the 
Navy, does not regard the Digges plan as 
a_genuine attempt to test the validity of 
the Fourteenth and Fifteenth Amend- 
ments. The revival of this question at 
this time, he predicted, would  in- 
terfere with the plans of the Democracy 
to capture the next House of Representa- 
tives. He believes that morame would aid 
the Republican Party more “ than waving 
the bloody shirt,’’ and hinted that the 
Maryland idea, if taken up seriously, 
might result in such an outburst. 

It is a cunning device, said Mr. Chan- 
dier, but will not proceed far enough to 
be brought to the test of the courts and 
Congress. The argument that the State 
can defy the Fifteenth Amendment as to 
manhood suffrage by Hmitinge its exclu- 
sion of the negroes to State elections, he 
added, was silly. 

Judge Crumpacker, member of Congress 
from Indiana, who has for some years 
been trying to persuade Congress to enact 
legislation to reduce Southern representa- 
tion. said: 

‘The amendment is just as binding on 
Maryland as it is on every other State 
in the Union. This is the weWest ana 
silliest suggestion ever advanced to evade 
the Constitution.’’
